The Rill is Practically th a t Prepared 
By th© Indianapolis M onetary t on 
IVrem w—Decision to R eport Was R f 
a Hi He* P arty V ote- P rovision s o f th e 
M easure Contains McKinley’s Idea 


W ashington, Jan. 23.—The currency 
bill introduced by Mr. Hill (Onnu.) is to 
receive a favorable report. This was de 
citied upon Saturday by the house com 
m itier on foreign weight* and measure*. 
The measure is practically that prepared 
by the Indianapolis monetary confer 
•nee. 
The decision to report the bill 
was decided by a strict party vote. 
The bill declares that the *'standard 
unit of value shall, a* now, be tho dollar, 
and shall consist of twenty-five and 
eight-tenths grains of gold, nine-tenths 
flue, or tw enty-three and twenty-two- 
hnndrodths grains of pure gold.” 
All 
obligations for the payment of money 
public or private, shall bt* in conformity 
with tins standard, unless otherwise ex 
press!y stipulated. 
The coinage of sil­ 
ver dollars hereafter is forbidden, except 
from the silver bullion now in the treas­ 
ury, bot this bullion may also be mint 
ed into .-ubsidiary 
coins.

It is provided, in accordance 
with the president's recon* inendation*, 
that “ United State* notes mr treasury 
note* once redeemed in gold ‘-hall uot 
be paid out again, except for gold coin.”

This being done the secretary of the 
treasury is authorized to subscribe for 
028,000 shares of the company’s stock 
for the government of the United State*. 
The present members of the board of 
directors are then to resign and a board 
cd seven is to be appointed in their stead, 
consisting of live on behalf of the 
United States and one each on b* half of 
Nicaragua wad Costa Rica.

Rican figures seem exceedingly small. 
Contrary to the belief which has been 
strenuously engendered, the fact is that 
out of this 4,500,000 pesos, but 350,000 go 
directly to Spain in the form of pen­ 
sions. 
As in all governments the ex­ 
penses are largely for salaries and the 
indignation of the Porto Ricans is vast 
that these salaries are tar the most part 
paid to dtiaens of Spanish birth. 
Concluding, the report says; 
"The 
reorganization of all various elements in 
the Porto Rican social system is an un­ 
dertaking of enormous difficulty, the 
extent of which cannot bo appreciated 
by anyone who has not seen the difficul­ 
ties attendant on establishing even a 
temporary modus vivendi.

which can only be gained on the spot. 
Taking it all in all, if the best men are 
not put to this undertaking, but the 
island is allowed to become a political 
plaything, the Porto Rican will be worse 
off than he was under Spain.”

23.—A strong seismic 
disturbance was felt vest* rday through­ 
out the Peloponnesus (the southern part 
of the kingdom of Greece), especially in 
the southwestern departments of the

AU the houses iu the town 
of Philiatra in the department of Mes- 
senia on tho Eonian coast have been 
damaged and the inhabitants are now 
camping out in the suburbs.

lages in the vicinity of Philiatra were 
completely de-troyed, many people be­ 
ing slightly injured.

and inclement weather.

Dr. E. Fletcher Ingulf of Chicago, in 
a paper with this title, said that the 
absence of systematic study by physi­ 
cians and the very meager literature 
compelled him to be somewhat dogmatic 
in his paper. One of the most common 
observations made by medical men, he 
said, was that the long, narrow, flat 
chested individual was the one liable to 
the development of tuberculosis and 
that in patients presenting this form of 
chest the chances for recovery were re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
This observation he considered sniff- 
oieut to suggest that systematic physical 
training in aiding the development of 
the respiratory muscles, thoracic walla 
aud pulmonary capacity would be of 
great service in preventing tuberculosis 
and in ouring its early stages. Collapsed 
air cells, he said, furnished a moHt fa­ 
vorable nidus for the development of 
tuberculosis, 
Therefore for the preven­ 
tion of the disease measures should be 
adopted to expand the lungs and bring 
the air cells into the best possible work­ 
ing condition. 
He thought it probable that in most 
cases there was an early tuberculous 
localized auaunia,diminishing the nutri­ 
tion of the parts aud making them more 
susceptible to the tubercle bacilli and 
their toxins. Of the large percentage of 
the human family said to be affected by 
tuberculosis (80 per cent), tho majority 
recovered, even when the disease affect­ 
ed the lungs, it not proving fatal in 
more than 12 per cent. 
He stated that in most of those who 
recovered the disease had made but lit­ 
tle progress, and that it was only ut 
autopsy after death from other causes 
that its presence was detected, in view 
of which it was the physioian’s duty to 
recommend measures likely to strength­ 
en the resisting power of the lungs. 
The beneficial influence of a high alti­ 
tude he considered probably due to the 
increased distension of the air vessels, 
and that as a means of prophylaxis the 
first measure should be to teach the pa­ 
tient to breathe deeply. 
Careful physical training, he said, 
was of the greatest importance, it being 
possible for the long, narrow, flat chest 
ed to increase the expansion of the chest 
two or three inches, improve the form 
and increase the circumference. He Lie 
lieved it possible by physical develop­ 
ment to check the process of tuberculosis 
when it had become established in the 
chest and to promote recovery.—Mod 
leal Record.

FAMILY PED IG REES THAT RUN BACK 
TEN CENTURIES.

It is related that a young guard, hav­ 
ing neglected to pay the usual saluto to 
a Spanish duke at the court of Madrid, 
excused himself by saying that he did 
qot know the offended nobleman’s rank. 
“ My friend," replied his grace, "the 
safe rule is to assume that every body in 
the palace who looks like a monkey is « 
grandee of the first class.” 
The truth is the Spanish are a thor­ 
oughly mongrel raw, and their conceit 
of themselves amazes us. Their country 
has probably been oftener overrun and 
conquered than any other territory of 
equal extent in Europe. 
Phoenician, 
Carthaginian, Roman, Vandal, Visigoth 
and Moor have all successfully made it 
their stamping ground, and the effect 
of all this upon the pure Castilian 
blood, whatever that may be, is indeli­ 
bly stamped on every really Spanish 
face. 
But playing the gentleman has been 
called "the endemio disease of Spain,” 
aud tho national vanity is something 
grotesque. One of their historians seri­ 
ously advanced tho theory that the first 
inhabitants of the country 
"arrived 
by air,” h o impressed was h e by their 
superhuman qualities that nothing short 
of a descent from the sky could account 
for them. A subsequent historian, how­ 
ever, after a long and grave discussion 
of tho question, finally announced his 
opinion that "they more probably cam* 
by land. ” 
After this wo need not be astonished 
that tho Spanish claim to possess the 
oldest families in Enrope. The surpris­ 
ing circumstance is that the claim is 
not wholly without foundation. 
Their 
family names can in some cases be trac­ 
ed back to an incredibly remote period, 
though it must not be assn rn rd that the 
original blood persists in any purity. 
Probably the most ancient family in 
Spain is the house of Pacheco, whose 
estates are not far from Carteia, now 
called Cartaya, in Andalusia. Plutarch 
tells us that when Crosses fled from 
Italy he concealed himself for eight 
months at Ximena, near Carteia, in 
caves belonging to a Spanish gentleman 
named Pac!ecus. Cicero also mentions 
this generous Spaniard, and there can 
be no doubt that he was one of the an­ 
cestors of the Pacheco family, whose 
name is obviously derived from his and 
who still own the caves. This carried 
them back about 2,000 years, to a period 
antedating the Christian era, but it is 
possible to trace the line much further. 
The name is clearly of Phoenician origin, 
being ultimately derived from "patai- 
coi,” tho word by which tho Tyrians 
designated 
the carved figurehead of 
their galleys. 
The identification is made more com­ 
plete by the fact that tho Phu-niciaus 
were the founders of Carteia, as of Cad 
iz in the same province. That adds 
another 1,000 years or so to the Pacheco 
pedigree. Think of it—a landed estate 
remaining in the 
possession of the 
same family for 8,000 years! This is 
doubtless the most wonderful family 
tree in the world and unusually w* ll 
authenticated. The Pachecos may well 
be pardoned for taking pride in it, 
though it roots in rather unsavory soil 
at last, for the great original Pacheco 
was evidently a Tyrian freebooter. 
Names that trace back to the Cartha­ 
ginian occupation in the time of Han­ 
nibal are also found, and the title of 
Hannibal’s own clan, Barca, is perpet­ 
uated by the Bareias and Garcias, well 
known families of Andalusia. There 
are also several names of Roman ante­ 
cedents, as Ponce and Cane, in Latin 
Pontius and Camus. A Spanish gentle­ 
man bearing the latter name was a per­ 
sonal friend of the poet Martial, all of 
which seems to bring antiquity very 
near—in Spain. Tho fact of the matter 
Is nae ha» never emerged from antiquity. 
Tho Spanish, however, are inclined 
to look back to the Goths as "the purest 
fountain of nobility.” 
This certainly 
seems a strange perversion of sentiment, 
for of all tho barbarians that came dowu 
from the north to lay waste Roman civ­ 
ilization with fire and sword the Goths, 
with their cousins, tho Vandals, were 
the most irredeemably villainous. 
Aud these Goths were no extraordi­ 
nary heroes either, even in war. 
With 
supine and braggart incompetency they 
lost to the Moors in tho eight months* 
campaign a supremacy which it cost 
eight centuries of conflict to regain. 
Yet "G othicof Spain” is the pet phrase. 
To a rank outsider it would seem that 
the Basque families have the most hon­ 
orable lineage, and their pedigrees nm 
back to time immemorial, though not 
easily traceable. Tho Basques represent- 
the original population of the Spanish 
peninsula. Their seat is the mountains 
of the northern district, and in many 
ways remind us of tho Welsh. 
They 
have the same simplicity of life, and 
tho same really justifiable pride of birth, 
fur their blood is the purist in Spain, if 
that counts for anything. 
Like the 
Welsh also, they have to a considerable 
extent maintained their ancient lan 
guage, one of tile strangest which sur 
vive upon the earth, bearing no resem 
blanco tc any other in Europe. 
These Basque families, for the most 
part, bear names which appear to be 
geographical in their origin, as Ugarte, 
meaning "between waters;” Zubia, 
the bridge;” Ibarra, "the valley”—a 
style which reminds us of our American 
Indians, although it is found more or 
leas all over the world. 
The termina­ 
tion 
” ez, ” so common in Spanish 
names, is Basque, and signifies "son,” 
as Perez, son of Peter, exactly like oui 
own Peterson.—Pittsburg Dispatch.
